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AiHHERSTBrRo,  7th  June,  1841. 

At  a  meeting  ot'ihe  inhabitants  of  Amherstbiirg  and  its  immediate  vicinity,  convened  in  pursuance  of  a  requititioo 
(lublished  in  the  Western  Herald,  and  held  (his  day  imder  encampment,  on  the  military  reserve,  Colonel  Matthew 
Elliott,  J.  P.,  was  called  to  the  Chair,  and  Dr.  ti.  K.  Grasett  requested  to  act  as  Secretary. 

Colonel  Elliott  having  adverted  in  brief  terms  to  the  object  of  the  meeting,  which  was  to  take  into  consideration 
J  proposal  to  croci  a  monument  to  the  Indian  Chief  and  warrior,  Tecimseh,  who  gloriously  fell  at  t*"  /  battle  of  Moravi- 
antown,  in  IS13, — the  follosving  rrsolutions  wer>)  proposed,  with  appropriate  remaiks,  and  unanimously  adopted: 

1st — Moved  by  thn  Rev.  Frederick  Mack,  seconded  by  Dr.  George  R.  Ciraaett, 
Resohtd — That  in  accordance   with  the  usages  of  the  world,  ancient  and  modern,  moniimeDts  have  been  erected  to 
perpetuate   the  memory  of  individuals  who  iiave  been  benefactors  to  their  country : — that   we  view  in  that  light  the 
Indian  warrior  Tei  UMfiEH. 

2nd — Moved  by  tlie  Rev.   George  Chpyne,  seconded  by  Mr.  George  Bullock, 
Rtaolvr.d — That  although   this   may   bo  the   first  instance  of  a  civilized  people  erecting  a  monument  to  an  untutoied 
Indian,  yet   the  sterling  worth  and  noble  conduct  of  that  brave  warrior,  who  sacrificed  his  life  in  defence  of  our  country, 
entitles  Ilia  memory  to  our  lasting  gratitude. 

■iiti — Moved  by  Robi^ri  Reynolds,  Ksq.,  J.P.,  seconded  by  Dr.  R.  Ironside, 
Rmolved — Therefore,   tliat  a  monument  be  erected  in  this  place  to  the  memory  of  Tecumseh,  and  Ihnt  subscriptioUD 
he  opened  in  all  towns  and  cities  in  British  North  America;  and  that  British  subjects  in  all  parts  of  the  United  States  be 
respectfully  invited  to  join  in  this  noble  undertaking.
